1. Claims 1-3 and 21-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The key limitation in 
this allowance is the limitations specifying that the metal oxide film has a silicon molar ratio of 
between about 2% and 15% , and a dielectric constant in a range from about 20 to 24. No prior 
art was found that taught this novel device.
